Reality 



"Reality in nellgion" Wna the sub- 
ject cliosen by Dr. JSrncst Thoma,s (or 
his address at Uto open meeting held 
In Strathconu Hall yesterday after- 
noon. • Dr. Thomas Is spending a 
week OS the gni-st of the McOill S.C.A. 
and opened his visll by spending a 
most strcniiouH day , 

In his address in thejaf^ierwoiti^r. 
ThoniMs endeavoured topoîiît^Sranat 
students nowadays are looking more 
and more for reality In religion. As 
an example ho referred to a professor 
who twelve years ago asked his class 
what they wore looking for most, and 
they replied "We w.int to he ot sor- 
vice." A question put to a similar 
class in.ft year i-esi.lted In the atiswer, 
"We wiuit to Gi-aap Ueallty." 

The question Immediately arises as 
to just what term reality means. It 
has been said that there are three 
kinds of reality, objects, relations and 
vahiea, There l.s no doubt liiat friend- 
ship is ;us much .a reality as a bag of 
potiitoes, hut certainly It is not the 
same kind of reality being of a more 
permanent nature. 

Dr. Thomas then spoke of the ten 
dency'at Unlvepslties at the present 
time to dissect everything ,and try to 
find out more about the composition 
of various matters. ■ A rabbit can be 
dissected anti nil its parts placed be- 
side one another, and although not'.i- 
Ing has bccrTTcSClhe ratoblt will not 
function. In the same way It Is uso- 
Icas to try and dissect reality. 

The only way in which any Idea of 
reality In religion may be obtained Is 
by an attitude of wonder. One must 
stand aalde from the ordinary little 
things of life and try and look at 
idlngs'is a whole. In this way little 
gllmpBOe are obtained which show 
that there Is something more behind. 
Philosopdiy cannot describe It. and It 
Is only through religion that these 
glimpses may be held. 

Tlie heathen idea of bowing down tn 
wood and! stone must not ho looked 
down upon, said the speaker. These 
people see in this some g'Imipsc of 
reality In religion and this Ih their 
method of paying hom.igc to It. Re- 
ferrlfig to syiiibols Dr. Thomas point- 
ed out that although tlieso were held 
In great esteem In former years, they 
are "ot much value at the present 
time. 

In oonclnslon Dr. Thomiis hoped 
tlnit many of those present could \tii 
.able to alteiij |,is series of grouji con. 
ferenc<;s wlilch opened last night and

Paid Many Tributes to Cana- 
da and Canadian 
Doctors 



"The future of medicine lies In fur' 
thor Investigations of the ultra-mic 
roncopic field. Tt Is Interesting to note 
that the problems of life are being ap 
proachcd from . so niany angles. The 
nilcroHcopo carried the averago age 
of miin from 20 years to 58 years. The 
ultramiscopc bids fair 'to carry the 
average age to three score and ten 
more." 

This was the opinion expressed by 
Dr. William J. Mayo In- an address de- 
livered on world affairs before the 
Canadian Club yesterday. Dr. Mayo 
Is an eminent surgeon from Rochester, 
who is at present In Montreal attend- 
ing the American College of Surgeons 
Convention. 

"In studying the history of medicine 
,it is significant ' that In the 10,000 
yeWslofj^gypttan history there.kwei-e 
no less -than eight complete relapses 
Into barbarism, and there Is little of 
value to scientific medicine to be found 
in the meiiger records of those enemies 
man, animals, and tempests, whose 
menace was-. obvious to the unaided 
eye. Those things which they could 
not understand, they ascribed to hid- 
den force.s, ;i5:Unst which they ap- 
pealed to various gods for protection. 

"Medicine began with - the" etirllest 
peoples as an appeal to the emotions 
through, accultlsm. Let us not con- 
demn too harshly the appeal to the 
emotions. While the remedy offered 
may have no foundation tn fact, or 
Is at best a part truth. If It results in 
comfoi't to those . In distress, tt has 
at least a S0-50||j^jueAf^The ^superstl- 
tlons of the anc.ients iiiive been re 
placed by the cults of the moderns 
who for a price give- more or less 
mental relief to' the prejudices of the 
ignorant and the superstitious. 

"When we' estimate the value of 
mental attitude In modicinc, wo find 
that the great comforter of the 
afflicted is religion. In my work In 
the hospitals 1 see, day by day, the 
enormous good that the workers of 
the various churches do tn carrying 
to the patients cheer which la based 
on the life of Chiisl. It would be 
welP If the churclios gave more lime 
to!. endeavor of this kind, and less' to 
an attempt to establish mnn-inado pre

Doctor Oertal went Into a thorough 
ili.scii.ssion on some of the historical 
tacts connected with the mystic rites 
tn drinking at festival, ilany phy- 
sicians and social reformers forget, 
that man is not only a physical and 
perceiving being, but a feeling and' 
emotlon.al one a-s well, and that man's 
feelings and emotions ;iro more ele- 
mentary ajid sti-onger than his tntel- 
lectual qujillflcatlons. And 'if wo 
trace them to these historic ■ foundat- 
ions and emotlonail roots, we can only 
then form a Lorrect estimate of their 
nature and importance. These emo- 
tions arc then seen to be normal parts 
of the psychic contents and evli Is not 
really due to their presence, but to 
uinctirtrolled exag!,"eriLtions which 
traiigress the normal limits. 

The happy and covivia.1 act of rais- 
ing our glasses and pledging ourselves 
at any social gather ng.

SOMETIMES, when an eiectric cur- 
" rent is sent forth from a power 
house generator tu run hundreds of 
mators or to heut to incandescance 
thousands of lamps, another wire 
comes in contact with It and a return 
ulrcuii Ik lorm<;(l, the energy that 
Hliouid have been turning l^e machines 
returning on this other lino to the dy- 
namo from which it carnc. "-Then the 
motors do not spin, the lights dcr not 
light, factories remain idle and cities 
in darkness. Other wires are burnt 
out by the current that has not been 
deprived of its energy by the hard 
honest toil it was meant to do. Build 
Ings may be burnt, and valuable pro 
perty destroyed by so much energy 
lot loose In the wrong direction. Short 
.clf-cults in electric power Unes are an 
.almost daily occurrence and wo are 
all acquainted with the mischief they 
may do. 

But there are other short circuits 
that arc of just as frequent occur- 
rence and du just u.s much, If not more, 
damage but which we too often over- 
lapk. 

•A certain amount of energy is genr 
crated by our system every, day. This 
energy Is meant to be used in carrying 
on our everyday tanks; solvlni; prob- 
lems, building bridges, writing iiloriea, 
digging ditches, in fact the mulLltude 
of tasks that make up our daily round 
of existence. If this energy goes along 
•■'lie right circuit it is capable of doing 
;.an immense ainouni uf useful WOTk. 
But unless we aie careful there is al- 
ways a danger of short circuit. 

These short circuitH are of many 
Idnds. Often some outside influence, 
a party perhaps, or dissipation, will 
turn your valuable energy Into useless 
circuits. .Often the days work, whe- 
^tudying at college or work- 
tory will appear like an 
ou will permit tho clr- 



caxries an ajticlo by 
i'rofessor R. R. Thompson M.C. 
Professor of Accountancy, on "Care- 
ful. Investing arid Canada's Future." 
This article was re.^d as a . paper by 
Professor Thompson at the First Cost 
Convention of the Canadian Society of 
Cost Accountants he.d in Hart House 
University of Toronto, September 9- 
10, 1926, and in the words of the Edi 
tors of Industrial Canada "Contains 
so much sound udvlce for the guid- 
ance of manufacturers" tliat they do 
not hesitate to publish it In full. 

Of • greater general . .interest, how 
ever, than his advice to nvanufacurers 
is I'rofeKBOr Thompson's advice to the 
smali investor. He believes that 
furthering the widest and steadiest 
Canadians can do the most towards 
development of Canadlaji industries 
by .being economical in private ex- 
penditure by savlny asmucT) as pos- 
sible, and by Investing their money 
carefully in this Dominion. But how 
is the small investor to know when 
his money .s safely and soundSy in- 
vested? First, Professor Thompson 
tuys, "I would never advise anyone 
to purchase ntjn-voting common 
stock." The people who take the 
greatest risk should Iiave tlie govern- 
ment of the company in their ovm 
hands. He also points out liow the 
practice in this country of having the 
.■iUdltois aijpo iitfcd by and resijonsible 
to the sharehoiders .instead of the 
d recioj s ajj In the United States 
makes for greater safety for tlie in- 
vestor. The tlhii-d matter concerning 
«li;ch, J'rufesaor Thuinpson advises 
Ciireful iiiquirery in that of shares of 
no par value. Block of a company 
whipli issues sliarcs of no par vujluo 
he always cons dcrs us too risky for 
the man of medium means. 

Professor Thompson points out to 
the Cui;adlun ilanufaclui'cr )iow he 
might g(:t guidance In choosing a 
location for 9iis plant or information 
coceriilng business coiidit ons. The 
Department of the Inteior, the large 
banks the two great railways all have 
deparlinejits wliose duty it is to snp- 
ply reliable information to iii.iriu- 
facturors or cuticcrns either already 
engaged in inantifacturing In Canada 
or considering an extension of their 
business into Canada. 

i"'or the- rest I he article points out 
the valuale service the cost account- 
ants arc render iig the manufacturer 
by giving him the advantage of their 
training. The accountant has a- great 
work to do in lowering costs of pro 
ductloii and selling by pointing out to 
the manufacturer new and iiiiprovod 
ways of carrying on his business and 
of organiz-hig his trade, Several suc- 
cessful Industries are analyzed and 
the secret of their success is demon- 
stratc-d, ■ while suggestion!; arc also 
put forward for t'he Improvement of 
trade with the Ovlent and South 
other industries, notably our export 
America. 

Tills article of Professor Thomp- 
son's present In a iromoi-kably clear 
and cone fie way many of Iho pro- 
blems that arc faclnig Canada t-jduy 
and offers suggestions for their uo|u 
tlon. It should he read by evei'y stu- 
dent who la going into buslnes*: In 
'.'aiiad.'i. or who la making a uludy of 
Canadian economic f.^oblems.

And yet a subject that will 
be vital to all of its sometime during 
our lives, la passed over without In- 
terest In spite ot the careful training 
we receive. 

"Why are national affairs vital to 
us?" you win say. The answer Is that

As students wo should 
constantly keep it In mind nnd on- 
deavori always to assimilate knowledge 
that will be important to u.s in the 
j'ears to come when the rein.s of na- 
tional affairs are Jn our liand.s.

The best score achieved this year 
was earned by an Englnering fresh- 
man. His score was 623 out of a pos- 
sible 730. The lowest score earned 
was 192; *thc average 407. 

Men's scores on the mental ability 
examinations have averaged higher 
than women's for several years at 
Carnegie. In seeking the cause of 
this difference, it was found that 
questions dealing with science and 
mathematics were responsible for the 
lower scores earned by women. On 
test involving number relations, and 
information on science and mathe- 
matics, men as a group do twice as 
well as du the women us a j;roup. 
Diffarcnt tnttrett. 
Difference In interests may account 
for the difference between the scores 
of the men and those of tlic women. 
In answer to a question as to the 
subject liked ■ bunt in bigii school, 
Margaret Morrison and Fine Arts 
girls expressed a strong preference 
for English, liIM.ory and lar)guage.<j. 
The Engineering and Industries men 
favored mathematics with the scienc- 
es running a close second. TCte 
Pine Arts mon divided their ciholoes 
equally among mathematics, history 
and English. - Spt^cial high school 
subjects receivod a very small num- 
ber of votos. 

The menai ability of the "average 
person" in the 1926-27 freshmen class 
Is virtually the same as that of Uie 
past three years. In one respect 
however, this year's class seems to 
excell. Tlie high school preparation 
of the prosent class appears to be 
superior, on the whole, to iCiat of last 
year's class, With t'"ils as a basis, wo 
can hope for dcorease ia the fresh- 
man mortality rate.

N. M. Butler. Head of Colum- 
bia U. Approves its Use 



Now Vork, October 25. — Hell, flg- 
unitlve or otherwise, is necessary fon- 
man iw a "cuss" word, if for no other 
reason. Dr. Nlchools Murray Butlor, 
pi-cs'dcnt of Columbia University, 
said tonight in Introducing; tho Right 
Kov. Arthur Foley Winnlngton-ln- 
gram. Lord Bishop of liondon, at a 
dinner given In honor ot the visiting 
chiirobman toy the Pilgrims' Society. 

"My attention has been lately at- 
tracted by theological dispute which 
has caught the attention of the près»'' 
Dr. Butler sold. "It ia seriously sug- 
gested by clerical persons that there 
Is no such pibce a Hell and that the 
word j^ou'ld disappear from use as 
unnecessary, irrelevant a^nd meaning' 
less. I Wonder. 

"If there bo no Hell, -what Is to 
(happen to the wcabulary of a man 
of high temper and careless speech 
who washes to express himself with 
vigorous completeress and no un- 
certain empAiasIs? For inyself I should 
particularly deplore ttie Ios4 of Hell." 

Of the "Hands Across tha Sea" talk, 
for whicli lie said some had "poked 
fun" at the Pilgrims Society. Dr. 
Butker said: 

"It is my habit to put into the same 
olass as the alphabet, tho miiltlpi.ca 
tlon tables and the rule of three, all 
the talk about 'Hands Across tho Sea' 
union of tho 'Eneii8h-speajctng:r peoples 
and 'Anglo-American frlonasbip.'

ccpls based on controversial theologi- 
cal opinions. Controversies in re- 
ligion carry little mental assurance. 
Consider tho beautiful 23rd Psalm, 
with Its divine message at comfort. 
Canada has led the world In true 
Christian reform in her union of the 
four great Protestant ;Churche8., 

"Nlucty-tlvo per cent of all know- 
ledge comes, directly or indirectly, 
through tho eye. When a person 
goes Into a dark room to attend a 
spiritualistic seance and sits for an 
hour until he Is jumpy, he deprives 
himself of 95 per cent of his ability 
to obtain .knowledge. I3evon the sense 
of touch Is denied him as he sits and 
holds the hands of others in the mys- 
tic circle. He permits the faker ' to 
frame up in the dark fraudclcnt con- 
ceptions based on the fraudclent silly 
words supposed to emanate from dead 
friends, meif ami women who in their 
lifetime lived in the light of day and 
whose every action was open to In- 
spection. 

"Medicine In Its true sense may he 
said to have begun In tho fourth cen- 
tury before Christ, the physician of 
Alexander the Groat, Aristotle was In- 
terested in investigating life processes 
of .all living things. From his sturles 
he developed deductive logic in rela- 
tion to growth, life processes, and the 
manner in which life terminates. His 
mind was notably free. from occult de- 
lusions; his methods lived paramount 
for two thousand years. 

"The reign of Queen Elizabeth, In 
Ihf. 16th century, A.D., was one of 
the greatest periods of history. This 
epoch was distinguished by Shakes- 
peare in literature; by Francis Bacon 
in pblloa<>phy, in the . development of 
Inductive, loglc;^ by Harvey In medi- 
cine, in the founding of modern physi- 
ology; by Mayow, in chemistry and 
physics. In the investigations ; which 
led to the discoverey of oxygen, and, 
not least, by two obscure brothers, the 
Jennsens, in the Introduction, of .the 
microscope, in 1590, which enabled the 
eye for the first time to see man's 
more minute enemies. 

"Today we face a new endeavor In 
medicine. The diseases of middle and 
later life, which depend on causes that 
have lain beyond thé microscope, are 
now being Intensively investigated. 

"In 182S. Brown, the British botan- 
ist, called attention to a subject of en- 
ormous importance. He had noticed, 
as every one must have noticed, that 
■when a pencil of bright light was 
thrown into a dark room, there were 
to be seen In the air certain rapidly 
moving particles, which he called 
motes, of which there was no other 
physical evidence. On experimentation 
he noted with the microscope the con- 
tinual mo'\'ement among minute parti- 
cles suspended In a liquid. Because 
of his investigations, the. peculiar vi- 
bratory motion of these particles were 
called Brownian movements. 

"During tho same period, the elder 
Dalton, of Owens' College, Manches- 
ter, England, was working on his ex- 
traordinary hypothesis, to which we 
owe our knowledge of the atom and 
the molecule. Dalton called the move- 
ments of these minute bodies the dance 
of the mqlccuies. 

"The most important contribution to 
a proper understanding of these phe- 
nomena was that of Thomas Graham, 
Master of the Mint In London, who in 
18CI published his painstaking obser- 
vations .which led to the first detailed 
description of colloid bodies. Graham's 
work was largely based on , dialyses of 
colIold-slKed substances through parch- 
ment paper. These observations led 
'to the investigation of the colloid field, 
wliioh included those ultramicroscoplu 
particles lying between 1-10 micron 
and J -1,000 micron, or 1-250,000 inch 
and 3 -,25,000,000 liiclv These particles 
are larger than rays of light and 
therefore refract the rays of light; we 
see not the particles but the reflec- 
tions. 

I''urnierly many dealh.H occurred In 
jniddle uge_, not from the immediate 
and direct cffece of foreign micro 
organism, but from an excess of 
toxic material circulating ' In the 
tissue, or from the absence of cer- 
tain necessary chemical constituents 
The new researches have made It pos- 
sible so to restore normal conditions of 
health by biochemical methods that, 
the death, rate in middle and later life 
has been greatly reduced. J need only 
mention the work of the brilliant group 
of Canadi^,n scientists w)ip gave to the 
world insulin, .which , has relieved pa- 
tients with diabetes and added years 
to their lives. The discoverey of thyrox- 
in, the active principle of the thyroid 
gland, by my colleague, Kendall, and 
tho clinical Investigations of iodin by 
Pluninier, have rovolutionlxed the 
treatment of goitre. 

"Biochoniical restoration ' of the tis- 
sues of the body has a special signifi- 
cance In surfjery. Willie the science 
as asopsls and anliscpslK, which devel- 
^dpjêd;^.fi'pm:ithcV work . of leister, made 
surgical operations safe so far as the 
adnilsslon of microscopic foreign bodies 
was concerned, the recent scientific 
advances have enabled us to examine 
Into the defence of man against these 
organisms, to eliminate toxins, and to 
supply needed chemical cpnatltuents 
so that he will be able to unidergb safe- 
ly operations which previously he 
couldlnottbaye.'aiirvlved or could have 
undergpneTipnl)^^^ risk. :

and of certain rituals. Even today 
popular Ideas exist that special health 
and ■ strength- gJvlng power be in the 
drinking of blood; and these go back 
to prehistoric ttmes when drinking the 
blood of an enemy and eating his 
heart , were done not. only to annihll 
ate tihe person Ibut to acquire also his 
or'ginal power and soul strenctSi. 
,Then .there eyolve4 irrtbdually the idea 
of isiv.'ng blood offerings to a Deity, 
and from this there was a transition 
to the salstitutlon of human flesb and 
blood by that of animals. : And out of 
these actual sang'ulnary , offerings 
arive the cult of symbolic substitu- 
tion of blood offerings by those of 
fermented liquors. Undoubtedly tho 
emi)loyment of fermented liquors in- 
stead ot blood Wits plax:ed on their 
somcwOtat similar appearance, as in 
wine.

Thesè facts are ceremo<nlea 
originally heathenish, continue in all 
western nations Into modern times. 
They can l>e observed amongst tho 
Gcrmiinic races for Into tho christian 
era; and christ 'iinlzing of the races 
was only possible by permitting therlr 
ancient drinking rites to continue, 
oven if under a. christian form. St 
John's Dqy and Hallowe'en Night are 
of this : heathern'«h origin, and ore 
really sun worship rites In disguise. 

One of the moat interesting of these 
survIvaUs of ancient customs Is to be 
found in the modern time honoured 
German — student custom of "rubbing 
the -Salamander..".. It is the hig'hest 
academ.c hoomir whibh a student 
body cair confer on a person. It Is a 
solemn rite carired out under the 
presidency of the recipient of the 
each with a large, ipng ot beer in his 
honour.

The DImysian feasts weru 
Important and ' widespread; and were 
held in autumn, February and spr 'ng 
festivals, 'Which included singing, 
plays, . game a:nd gi^at' state banquets 
lusting for ttiree 'days. ' Di'mslus was 
represented as youthful and handsome 
and surrounded with a retlrence of 
pieasure, seeking mythic figures and 
beautiful women, The Roman feasts 
were very similar to those of tho 
Greeks except that Dlmysulc mts re 
placed by . Bacchus. 

The connection between drinklni; 
and the uupertitural . did not stop 
with file ancient at\d medievai order 
but '.. conUntied ' through he middle 
ages right up' to the present day 
Wine and rum begun now to assumé 
mure and more prominent roles. 
Soccery and witchcraft at fi«t mixed 
up with Infantj^, blood, offerings, were 
latér conducted' 'wtth wjhe offerings. 

In all of these instances the wine 
or strong drink Is Indicative of a 
pledge and contract offering to tbe 
Deity 0|- demonic spirits. '|"ho great 
composer Gluck (1714-1787) said he 
valued most In life, '('money, wine and 
gcnuls; money to buy wine, and winc 
tn inspire my geniiis."
